The cardinal admitted partial guilt 
yesterday in his defiance of the 
Communist-dominated state, but de­ 
clared he had not plotted to destroy 
the country’s “democratic system”— 
the most serious charge against him. 
Esterhazy said today he considered 
the cardinal “head of the Hungar­ 
ian royalists.”
